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«Senate Approves 
350 Billions U. S. 
Foreign Help Bill 

WASHINGTON, May 14 (ff>— The senate approved today 
a 1350,000,000 relief program for war ravaged countriea of 
Europe and Asia. The vote was 79-4. It passed the measure 
after first refusing to go along with a house-approved slash 
of ?150,000,000 in the amount asked by President Truman 
and the state department. 

The senate stand against a cut was by a roll call vote of 
64 to 19. That means it will have to seek a compromise with 
the house. Often such differences are split, which in this 
case would mean a final bill providing a $275,000,000 pro- 
gram. 

While the legislation itself 
does not set forth the coun- 
tries in which food and sup- 



plies will be distributed. Sec- 
retary of State Marshall has 
said they are Austria, Greece, 
Hungary, Italy, Poland, China 
and Trieste.

Russia Flays 
British; Asks 
Mandate End 

NEW YORK, May M (*P>— Soviet 
Russia today delivered a vlgoroua 
attack on Britain's administration 
of Palestine and demanded Inrnied- 
late termination of the league of 
nations mandate, 

. As one possible solution of the 
holy land problem. Russia recom- 
mended creation of a dual Af%b- 
Jewish atate. 

The Soviet position was set forth 
by Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Oromyko as the extraordinary 
session of the United Nations as- 
sembly' moved toward final action 
creating an 11-nation Palestine In- 
quiry oommlsilon. 

He said British Toieign Secretary 
Ernest Bevln had admitted failure 
of the mandate as a solution to the 
Palestine problem and that several 
commissions had reached the same 
conclusion. 

Oromyko said discussions before 
the assembly had shown that the 
present situation In Palestine was a 
threat to peace. 

He criticized Britain's efforts to 
maintain order in the holy land by 
military force and declared British 
troops were the enemy of both the 
Jews and Arabs. 

Qromyko's long speech In Rus- 
sian followed the opening of a last- 
ditch Arab -country light in the 
assembly for ImmedUte Independ- 
ence of Palestine.

Truman Signs Portal Pay Bill, 
Asks Boost of Minimum Wage 

WASHINGTON, May 14 (/P)— Prefiident Truman signed into law today legislation ban- 
ning portal pay .suits and sent congre.sa a fresh request that it raine the minimum wage to 
65 cents an hour. 

In H message to the legislators, the President: 

1. Emphasized that he was signing the portal bill because he believed it in "the interest 
of economic stability" that 
both business and the govern- 
ment be relieved of the po- 
tential liability for billions of 
dollar.^. But he said there 
were defects in the measure 
and asked that congress 
remedy them. 

2, Asked again that congress 
raise the statutory minimum wage 
from 40 to 65 cents an hour. 

a. In effect, prodded business to 
reach wage agreements with workers 
and reduce prices.

GOOD MAN IN OUR CORNER 
For Americans there Is at least one posi- 
tive result that can bo salvaged from tho 
disappointing Moscow conference of Torelgn 
ministers. That was the demonstration, by 
Secretary of State Marshall, that the direct 
Conduct of our foreign affairs Is In strong 
and capable hands. 

Mr. Marshall may have gone to Moscow as 
an untried diplomat. But he took with him 
the high qualities of IntelllBence, determina- 
tion, and tact which distinguished his bril- 
liant military career. Even at this distance 
It could be seen that those qualities were 
making some headway against Russian re- 
sistance. 

Credit is due the new secretary for most 
of the small comfort to be found In the 
Moscow meeting. It was largely through his 
efforts that American newspapers received 
adequate coverage of the conference. He 
proposed and engineered the agreement to 
reduce big four occupation forces In Qer- 
many> And, though it was not a scheduled 
Item of business, he persuaded Mr. Molotov 
that the Joint Soviet-American commission In 
Korea should resume discussion of the thorny 
problem of that country's Independence. 

Otherwise, Mr. Marshall had a close view of 
developing Soviet policy. Mr. Molotov dem- 
onstrated, perhaps more clearly than ever 
before, that this is a two-sided policy. One 
effort is aimed at getting compensation from 
the former enemy for Russia's war-devas- 
tated land and economy. The other Is di- 
rected toward advancing communism. 
\ Russia suffered severely in the war and 
certainly deserves reparations. But the So- 
viet plan would In effect force the U. S. to 
support Germany while the product of Ger- 
man Industry went to strengthen Russia, It 
would also disregard an earlier Moscow agree' 
ment on Independence for Austria. 

The Soviet government realizes that the 
American people would never agree to sup- 
port Oerm&ny Indefinitely so that Russian 
strenKth might be built up. It realizes that, 
without, such support, a reparations-paying 
Germany would collapse, making conmiuntst 
conquest Incredibly easier. 

To carry out this program, which by now 
Is well known to her wartime allies, Russia 
has adopted some familiar tactics. They 
are pbstlnacy, argument, and delay— always 
delay, while Russia's recovery Increases and 
the hope, patience and temper of the west- 
em'powers'grow shorter. 

Mf. Marshall grew to know this style of dip- 
lomatic boxing in his six weeks In Moscow. 
Be stood up to it well. 

As a soldier, Mr. Marshall knows that mili- 
tary science has always found a defense for 
every type of attack. As a statesman, wo hope 
ho may be able to discover a parallel truth In 
diplomatic science. Meanwhile, In what now 
Is frankly a struggle between two powers, 
he has held his own. No unanimity was 
achieved at Moscow. But at least Mr. Mar- 
shall saw to It that Russia gained nothing 
at America's expense. 



A WELCOME VISITOR 
Visiting celebrities are nothing new In 
Washington's busy life. Presidents, princes, 
and prime ministers come and go and at- 
tract no more notice from the capital's citi- 
zens' than a passing f Iro truck. Against such 
a background, the remarkable ovation Wash- 
ington gave Mejclco's President Alcman is 
even more impressive. 

Written accounts of Mr, Aleman'tf arrival 
in the capital give the unmlntaknble Impres- 
sion that his welcome was truly spontancoii.^ 
and heartfelt. There are evident reasons for 
this. Mr. Aleman Is the first Mexican presi- 
dent to visit Washington. He Is a pleasant, 
personable gentleman. And tho cordial re- 
ception that he and his people accorded 
President Truman created ii warm fnellng 
of friendly anticipation for tlio Mexican 
president's return visit. 

There are also depper,reafiona which many 
in tho crowd mu.it hrtvu felt, oven 1( they 
did not cxpre.is them. Tho.ie roa.-ioiin tmvo to 
do with pride, both In Mexico and tli« U. S, 
And wo believe most Amerlciuin nhurc tho 
sentiments cxprcsaod In Woslilngton'a greet- 
ing.

He Is Oen. Joseph T. McNamer. 
who la not ao well known as he 
should be. beciuite he shuns the 
llmellBht. A brilliant air ofllcer, he 
was picked by Secretary Oeorge O. 
Marshall aa deputy chief of staff 
when the former became head of 
our mlllUry estabUshment In Sep- 
Rir TMktr umber onfl3B. 

TOP— After heading up our command In Italy to- 
ward the end of the war. General McNamey became 
virtual govern or •general of part of the broken, bank* 
rupt nation once known aa Oermany. He has now 
returned to this country as American member of the 
Joint military sUtf of the United NaUona. which will 
handle the extremely difficult problem of organlilng 
an International police force. 

Incidentally, it was General McNurney who was 
deletat^d by then Chief of Staff Marshall to blueprint 
an entirely new system o( military training, operatlooa 
and organliatlon soon after this country waa dr^ged 
Into World war H. In view of the success of our 
armies under this revision, he Is regarded as one of 
the handful of top mlllUry men who led the allies 
Co victory. 

DIFFICULT— It Is literal fact that no American 
army officer ever faced such a novel and difficult 
task as General McNamey did when he took over as 
military and civilian administrator of Germany. 

Our occupation experiences In the past had dealt 
mnlnly with backward peoples like the Flllplnoe, for 
our slay In Qemiany after World war I was relatively 
short. Moreover, the relch was then a going concern. 
Today It Is a shambles from every aspect. 

General Douglas MacArthur's problem Is not com- 
parable. Save for Hiroshima and Nagasaki. Japan was 
not an utterly shattered country. It has a compara- 
tively small anc^ homogeneous population, as well as 
a tight, enclosed economy. Nor was It a pawn among 
four different occupying powers. 

General McNamey, in short, had to be the head 
political rular, military commander, food controller, 
sanitation director, street cleaner. tniUdlng expediter, 
railroad and utilities commissioner, editor, school- 
teacher and general Pooh-Bah for a bitter, despalrlni 
people. There are many prescriptions In the military 
manual, but there were no precedents or regulations 
for his assignment. 

PURPOSE— The tMlted SUtes conilabulary has 
received hardly any notice aver here, but it was highly 
praised by Secretary Marshall on his post-Moscow 
Inspection of our army ol occupation. General Mc- 
Namey compares It to the Canadian mounted and our 
finest atAte police units. It got Itx original six-months 
training from a former head of the Rhode Island 
state police. 

General McNamey had a two-to|d purpose In aet- 
tlng up this unit, Por one tjilng, with vwid and 
resentful recollectloni of tjia lejtapo under Hlttir. the 
regular German police were In utter disrepute. Gen- 
eral McNamey sought to restore confidence in the 
peacetime forces o( law and order. 

Even more important, ha wanted the German people 
to know that the United States, aa symboIUed by his 
command, was interested In their welfare. Their 
deepest dread 1b that we will withdraw, and that U\m 
Russians will fill the vacuum. 

In short, by creaUng this well-trained, helpful, 
omnipresent consUbuiary, General McNamey imple- 
mented the promlsea vouchufed In former Secretary 
Byrne's famous Stuttgart speech and In Secretary 
Marshall's recent utterances. 

The use was organlied In January of 1946. but It 
did not go Into active service until It had received' 
a six-month course of training. Instruction and In- 
doctrination. 

SCREENED— The McNarnay force conilsU of 50,000 
soldiers, who liave been carefully acraaned for iheir 
Intelligence, sympathetic Understanding and quick- 
wlltedness. with an eye to their effect on tho Girman 
people, their physical beartag was an Important lum 
In this Intra-army selective service system. None 
stands less than five feet, eight Inches. 

Besides the usual weapons, their equipment consists 
of Unks, trucks, Jeeps, motorcycles and horses for 
the mounUlnouji areas. They wear dUtlncUve Insignia 
and a neat, gold acarf for necktie. Germans In the 
smallest and remotest hamleta have heard of them, for 
they have been well publlciiad In the native press. 

Unllko our regular army forcas, they are so dis- 
tributed that they cgn reach any place where their 
services are required within 10 minutes, a sign that 
Uncle Sam Is Jufl around the comer aa • protector 
of the civilian populace. 

TRUST— In executing perhaiw their bailo and most 
Important assignment— the araduil rebuilding of trust 
In tlie local oftlclsU and police system after so many 
years of nasi lawlessness— the constabulary make 
periodic visits lo larte citlks and small towns. Every 
Inspection group Is accompanied by a German police 
officer. 

In ent^•rln| a city or town, the constabulary force 
first tocA lo the ofllce of the burgomelster or mayor. 
Next, Ihey make a call on the chief ot the local police. 
In view of tho preaflge nf the constabulary as repre- 
sentative of the United States, these tributes lo the 
local, postwar, administrative agencies lend to improve 
Uiplr status with the people. 

And— perfect psychological louch— tho accompany- 
Ini German police officer makes all arrosu except 
when an emergency demands "en the spot" Inter- 
vention by members of the constabulary. 

Hpace does not permit mention of the youth reheblll- 
tailon movement, which will be discussed In a forth- 
coming column.
